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ACH year it becomes the duty of the President 
K at the opening of the college year to speak to 

the new group of faculty and students who 
gather in the old college chapel. If you will, I should 
like to gather the alumni into that audience today and 
ask you to listen to the essentials of that address— 


We say that we go to school and to college for an 
education. We interpret that to mean usually mental 
training and physical skill. Both of these are im- 
portant and valuable, but after all, they are not the 
terminus but the tools of life. Complete education 
must do more than sharpen the tools for our work- 
shop; it must help us decide what we shall manufac- 
ture in the workshop—in other words the use to 
which the tools shall be put. Were I speaking to the 
faculty alone I should say that the concern of educa- 
tion has been too long with methods of instruction to 
the neglect of the goals of education. 

I believe you will find that we have recognized 
this at Juniata and we are offering you now really 
three things: 

First, a broad view of the field of knowledge. 

Second, an opportunity to begin to narrow your 
effort toward sorhe special field of interest. 

Third, a philosophy of life that will motivate your’ 
culture and your specialization. 

Our new curriculum is our latest and probably our 
best expression of the first two. I trust you will find 
in the whole atmosphere of the campus the signifi- 
cance of the third. It is into the domain of this third 
realm that I would like to venture with you this 
morning. Let us take for a text, therefore, a statement 
from Kant: ‘‘Nothing in the whole world, and even 
outside the world can be regarded as good without 
limitations except a good will.” _ 

As we meet this morning the whole world trembles 
on the brink of war, not merely because in so many 
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nations there have arisen leaders whose words and 
acts evidence nothing of good will, but also because 
after the armistice of twenty years ago the diplomats 
of our world sat down and wrote a treaty of peace 
which was not animated by the spirit of good will. 

In 49383 Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler said.that the 
spirit and temper which created the disarmament 
conference, the treaties of Locarno and the pact of 
Paris had vanished. In a current magazine, H. G. 
Wells says that in the race between catastrophe and 
education, catastrophe is winning. It is a tragic fact 
that ours is not a day of good will, but a day when 
men deliberately for selfish purpose foster both inter- 
national and class hatreds. 

And yet the great philosopher says that nothing 
in the world is good except good will; and once a year 
at least we think we believe it when we hear the bells 
on Christmas Day 

Their old melodious carols play, 

And wild and sweet the song repeat 

Of peace on earth, good will to men. 
We know too that all the finer things of life—art and 
architecture and music and literature, and most of 
all the finer things of the spirit, God-imparted, are in 
the balance as the scale inclines to the side of hatred 
and warfare instead of peace and good will. 

Must we not therefore be concerned to build into 
the fabric of our mental achievement and the struc- 
ture of our physical skill the spiritual element of good 
will? Matthew Arnold has told us that true culture 
tries to do away with classes—to make the best that 
has been thought and said in the world current 
everywhere. The true scientist also is an ambassador 
of good will to mankind—like Sir Humphrey Davy 
who refused to take out a patent on the miner’s 
lamp, that all might benefit by it. 

After all, the spirit of kindliness is but the spirit 
of Christianity. No one can be truly Christian who 
fosters a spirit of ill will between individuals or classes 
or masses of men. This is why true education must 
be Christian—it must be saturated with the spirit 
which knows that mental training or physical develop- 
ment is not an end in itself, but is enlisted always in 
the service of good will. 

You have offered yourself to a college that believes 
in fine scholarship and rejoices in the achievements of 
its graduates in the great universities, but a college 
that from the beginning has never lost sight of the 
goal. We are not training linguists or scientists, 
historians or chemists, we are sending out into the 
various fields of human endeavor well-educated am- 
bassadors of good will. 

Next to the divine Master of men I know of no 
one who exemplified this spirit better than our own

When classes started Thursday, September 15, 
seven new teachers took up their duties at Juniata 


for the first time. 


Dr. Kenneth L. Smoke has been named Professor 
of Psychology and came to Juniata with an enviable 
record of scholarship and achievement. Dr. Smoke 
received his A.B., M.A., and Ph.D. degrees from 
Ohio State University, started his teaching career 
in 1926 at Northwestern University, and taught for 
a number of years at Gettysburg College. For the 
past six years Dr. Smoke had been Professor of Psy- 
chology at Mary Baldwin College. . 

In the Economics and Business Administration 
department Dr. Herbert K. Zassenhaus took the 
place of Dr. Eugene A. Heimann, who resigned after 
five very successful years to accept a position at 
Baylor University. Dr. Zassenhaus, who is Instructor 


in Economics, received his doctorate from the Uni-. 


versity of Berne, Switzerland and has had two years 
of instruction in the London School of Economies. 
In addition Dr. Zassenhaus is a Fellow of the Royal 
Economic Society of England and is considered an 
authority on theories of taxation. Last year Dr. 
Zassenhaus was Research Assistant in Economics at 
Harvard University and visiting professor at Clark 
University. 

Miss Dorothy Parrish, a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan summa cum laude, and a Fellow 


of the Franz Liszt Royal Hungarian Academy of 
Music, has been named Instructor in Piano. Miss 
Parrish was for two years Instructor in Piano at. 
Wells College and last year taught piano and _har- 
mony at Aurora, N. Y. 

Miss R. Constance Hastie is a graduate of Cornell 
University and has taught there and at Purdue 
University. Miss Hastie has been appointed Instruc- 
tor in Home Economics. | 

Mr. G. Behrens Ulrich, a graduate of Whitten- 
berg College in 1929, received his Master’s degree 
from New York University in 1930. Since that time 
he has been connected with Whittenberg College and 
the Central Business Institute of Syracuse, N. Y. 
Mr. Ulrich took up his duties at Juniata as Instructor 
in the Economics and Business Administration de- 
partment. | 

Miss Betty K. Graybill; A.B., Juniata College, ’37, 
was named Instructor in Public Speaking and in 
addition has charge of: the Masquers’ play produc- 
tions. Miss Graybill, in addition to her degree from 
Juniata, has had a year of graduate study at Yale 
and some experience in. teaching at Juniata’s summer 
session. ; 

Mr. Robert Epple, B.S., Juniata, 38, completed . 
some graduate work at the University of Wisconsin 
this summer and took up his duties as Instructor in 
chemistry when classes began at Juniata in September. 


University of Rochester Selects Juniatian as Head of Psychology Staff 


Dr. Elmer Culler, for the past fifteen years Asso- 
ciate Professor of Psychology at the University of 
Illinois, was chosen as Professor of Psychology and 
Director of the Psychological Laboratories at the 
University of Rochester, beginning with this college 
year. Dr. Culler’s speciality is the psychology of 
hearing. His special work at the University of 
Illinois was to have charge of the Laboratory of 


Animal Hearing Research. Early this year he re- 
ceived the Warren medal, an award made by the 
Society of Experimental Psychology for outstanding 
work in some experimental branch of psychology. 
Born in Louisville, Ohio, in 1889, Dr. Culler was 
graduated from Juniata College in 1910. After two 
years’ study at the University of Berlin and Leipzig 
and seven years’ teaching ‘at Ohio State University 
and the University of Wisconsin, he received his 
Ph.D. degree from the University of Chicago in 
1922. He is the author of many articles and reviews 
in scientific journals and a full member of the Amer- 
ican Psychological Association, the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science, the Society 
of Experimental Psychology, and Sigma Xi, honorary 
national scientific society. —_ 
_ Dr. Carmichael, his predecessor who resigned from 
the University of Rochester, said, ‘In my opinion, 
Dr. Culler is one of the ablest psychologists in Amer- 
ica. ‘He is known as a very able teacher, as well as 
an original and most productive research worker.”’

Again we stand on Round Top 
and look out upon the morning of

out across the rolling hills to Stone

whose lofty top winds its way 
through the morning sky and loses 
its identity in the distant sister hills. 
Overhead soft clouds hang lazily 
reflecting the light of a new day. Commanding moun- 
tain tops cast their shadows down across descending 
slopes presenting the concept that night has not yet 
fully withdrawn her darkness.

From this distant scene one’s gaze returns to 


touch lightly upon Pine Ridge and comes to rest. 


upon the more immediate foreground of the picture. 
Rising slowly above the eastern skyline and shedding 
its rays down across Old Lions Back to flood -the 
valley with its golden brilliance the morning sun 
appears as a great spotlight intent upon revealing 
_ Juniata College in bold relief against this background. 
At her feet as it were, the housetops of the town of 
Huntingdon present a crazy quilt of rather dull con- 
trasting colors, while on the hillside off to the left 
the J. C. Blair hospital stands out prominently to 
break the continuity of an irregular mountain sky- 
line.

For those of us who enjoy the privilege of active 
work on the campus the light of introspection streams 
down across the slopes of departmental interests in 
search of the things the year holds in store for us as 
a building contribution to the foundation already 
laid. Perhaps there is revealed to us an unmatched 
patchwork of material to be moulded into a real 
Juniata unit. Nevertheless the presence of the 
material lends encouragement and the moulding has 
already begun. 


This is particularly true in football where the loss 
through graduation of Cook, end, Heverly, guard, 
and Weaver, Jenkins and Hahn from the backfield 
cast rather forbidding shadows across the outlook 
These shadows were deepened some- 
what by the fact that loss of Cook and Weaver left 
us without experienced material to back up the line, 
while the loss of Jenkins left us without a rugged 
plunging back. To solve the first part of the prob- 
lem Perry Tyson was shifted from end to fullback 
and so far he and Way have been doing a creditable 
job in the secondary defense. Taking Way from the 
defensive guard position has reduced the weight and 
weakened the center of the line. This has become 
our major concern. Gallagher, Carino and Sacco 
are expected to supply the necessary strength. In- 
stead of a power offense we have opened up a light 
but fast backfield which in the first two games per- 
formed brilliantly. Geiser and Grega weighing only 
150 lbs., and under, have developed into a fine 
combination of deceptive, and elusive running backs 
while Tyson and Lang do the blocking. Chal Lesher 
who is heavier and as fast as Grega and Geiser fits 
well into this running combination. Leopold and 
Bergstresser, subs last year, are coming along nicely 
and will see considerable service. With Weber and 
Dick in the starting role and Sheffer as sub, the ends 
seem pretty well fortified. At tackle Garner, Strattan 
and alternate Snyder present a rather formidable trio, 
each one weighs over 200 lbs. and has had the 
benefit of varsity experience. Capt. Garner has 
shown himself a capable leader and has contributed 
much to the building of an excellent spirit in the | 
squad. Although the varsity line lends encourage- 


ment the task of finding a qualified reserve causes

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A WORD OF APPRECIATION

It is very gratifying to find the trustees 
of our college so forward-looking as to 
realize that education should make its 
contribution to the individual not only in 
the field of the mind, but also in the field 
of appreciation, group relationships, per- 
sonality, and attitudes—essential factors 
in the art of living. 

The. housing of college students in 
rooms of such standards that the student 
can give her best is one way of realizing 
this aim in education. The name itself 
having been changed from “dormitory,” 
where bare provision for sleeping only 
was offered, to that of ‘Residence Hall” 
shows that an enlargement of the concept 
of the housing idea has been caught. 

Two years ago, there were opened up 
some archways between rooms to make 
a larger Social Room. It still is not ade- 
quate for the number of residents who 
would like to use it, but it has met a 
definite need and has met it in a very 
real way, for it affords an opportunity 
to encourage appreciation of beauty and 
a development of good taste in the matter 
of social customs. The Women’s League 
was responsible for furnishing that suite 
so tastefully. They may justly feel proud 
of their efforts. 

Now, the refinishing of a whole floor 
of bedrooms in Brumbaugh Hall is being 
taken care of by other Leagues, and to be 
able to talk with some of the occupants 
of those rooms would convince you that 
all efforts have been appreciated. 

Here for instance is what two of the 
girls say of them: 

“Everything in the rooms shows that 
they were furnished with an eye for com- 
fort, convenience, and beauty. The 
wardrobes are spacious, the dressers are 
large with plenty of room for our posses- 
sions. The paper has been tastefully 
chosen to blend well with our pennants, 
pictures and draperies. All in all, we 
believe we’re quite fortunate to live on 
Fourth Brumbaugh this year.” 


“Fourth Brumbaugh this year is a 
place really worth living in. With the 
new maple furniture, the new floors, the 
extra large cupboards and the built-in 
medicine chest compared with the rain- 
bow-hued furniture, bare gray floors and 
sloping cupboards last year is ike com- 
paring day and night. The drop ceiling 
lights have been replaced by non-glare 
fixtures which are much easier on the 
eyes. We surely appreciate having these 
rooms redecorated, and I know all the 
other girls feel the same way.” . 


A room in which we spend many hours 
other than in sleep has much to do with 
our personality. Beauty does much to 
enrich our imagination to realms of high 
aspiration. Orderliness which can be 
gained best by having a place for every- 
thing, makes for more orderly thoughts 
and organization of one’s studies and 
the care of one’s self. 


In the past we have not been able to 
give the freshmen much help in the diffi- 
cult role of developing good study habits, 
for we have not recognized sufficiently 
that they are dependent in large measure 
on adequate physical surroundings and 
conditions, including light, heat, wardrobe 
space, and type and coloring of furnishings. 


Now through the help of Women’s 
Leagues we are able to meet all these con- 
ditions in a part of our residence halls at 
least. It is our sincere hope that greater 
facilities may be offered from time to 
time.

Summer Session Graduates 


Fifteen Students 


Fifteen students were graduated by Juniata at the 
conclusion of the past summer session. Six students 
received the Bachelor of Arts degree and nine the 
Bachelor of Science, to constitute the largest grad- 
uation class in the history of the college. 

Dr. Guy N. Hartman, county superintendent of 
schools in Somerset county, delivered the commence- 
ment address before a large and enthusiastic audience 
in the college chapel. 

In part Dr. Hartman said, “The school is only one 
of the institutions affecting the direction and quality 
of society. It is apparent that when we study all the 
attacks upon the school no matter how viciously 
they are hurled, they affect the critic and the cynic to 
look upon the school as a positive agency. It isn’t 
a question of what they believe to be right or reason- 
able or of what they believe to be the responsibility 
of the school, but the fact remains that they believe 
the school exists for a positive purpose and that the 
teacher should be an example above the average file 
of men and women.” 

Dr. Hartman went on to point out that institutions 
of higher learning have not concentrated sufficiently 
upon the development of the character and personal- 
ity of the individual and have stressed to too great 
an extent the various curricula and courses which 
they offer. “If the teacher is the most vital and 
dynamic part of the curriculum then the quality of 


the individual teacher is of first importance. This 
must include all the areas of the human personality.”

Abraham Lincoln. How tenderly did he express it 
in his first inaugural when he said, ‘We are not ene- 
mies but friends. We must not be enemies. Though 
passion may have strained, it must not break our 
bonds of affection. The mystic chords of memory, 


stretching from every battlefield and patriot grave 


to every living heart and hearthstone all over this 
broad land, will yet swell the chorus of the union when 
again touched, as surely they will be by the better 
angels of our nature.” And then when the long 
battle-scarred years had deepened the furrows on 
the saddest face man ever saw, the immortal words 
of his second inaugural uttered almost beneath the 
cruelest blow ever aimed at a kindly heart were these, 
“with malice toward none; with charity forall...todo 
all which may achieve a just and lasting peace among 
ourselves and with all nations.”’ 

If I could offer a suggestion for a universal reading 
assignment for school and college the world around 
this fall it would be the gospel of John and the biog- 
raphy of Abraham Lincoln.

Large Enrollment Taxes 


Rooming Facilities 


Your college is enjoying its largest resident enroll- 
ment in many years. Dormitories are taxed to the 
utmost and every available room has: been utilized 
in order to care for an almost twenty’ per cent in- 
crease in boarding students. 

While the total number of students enrolled is not 
the largest due to the decrease in day students, the 
college is operating almost at capacity in every 
department. The four hundred and thirty-eight 
students on the campus, plus the fifteen full-time 
freshmen at the Altoona Center bring the total en- 
rollment for the 1938-39 year to four hundred and 
fifty-three. In addition thirty-three persons are 
registered as extension students at the Altoona 
Center. 

Two shifts have been found necessary in the 
dining room and for chapel. Each day about forty 
freshmen are served lunch and dinner one hour 
earlier than the remainder of the student body. 
About the same number attend chapel in Room C 
at the chapel hour. 

Even the tower room in Founders has been opened 
this year after a long vacancy, as the school made 
every effort to accommodate the resident students. 
Other rooms in Brumbaugh and Oneida also have 
been reopened. 

Some of this enlarged enrollment is due to the 
more efficient field work which was carried on through 
the summer. But a great part of it was due directly 
to the splendid cooperation given the college by the 
alumni,- and the untiring efforts of many former 
graduates to send students to Juniata.

For many of the alumni and former 
students it will be the first and only time 
to see this year’s crack football team in 
action. The Indians ran up one hundred 
and eleven points in their first two games 
against nothing for the opponents and then 
dropped the third game fourteen to six.

A Message from the Bomms 


Under date of July 12, a message from 


Rev. Edward C. Bomm ’30 A.B. and 
Marion (DeBaun) Bomm Ex ’30, was 
received in the Alumni Office, a portion of 
which follows: 


Howpy, FRIENDS ACROSS THE SEA! 


Yes the Bomnis are still here, in the 
land of 7,000 emeralds—seeking to know 
Him and make Him known. It’s five 
months since we’ve written, and I can’t 
begin to recount all the happenings, but 
here are just a few. 


After commencement in March (when 
we graduated six students), we sailed for 
a vacation In Mindanao, a large island in 
the south, second in size of the Philippines. 
En route our boat rescued seven men who 
had floated all night on a flimsy raft. 
Six others were lost with the sunken ship. 
It was thrilling to be on hand at the scene 
of a rescue at sea. Before reaching 
Mindanao we stopped at Cebu and then 
landed at the Del Monte pineapple pack- 
ing station at Bogo, Mindanao. ‘This is 
located very near to Cagayan which you 
will find on a map. From here we were 
taken to Malaybalay, the headquarters 
of the Bethel Mission, begun by Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry de Vries, located in the heart 
of Mindanao. The Bethel: Mission had 
planned for a one week’s conference, in 
which we each had a part. We spent 
three weeks in this section visiting most 
of their work. Ed took a trip into the 
interior and saw work among the Manobos 
a pagan tribe which had refused to submit 
to Moro teachings when the Moros in- 
vaded the Islands. This trip was made on 
horseback over plains and through forests. 
I also visited and lived native style in the 
province for a few days. Throughout our 
stay we were convinced that God has 
wrought a great work among the Bukid- 
nons and the Manobos in Miadanao under 
the Bethel Mission. One young man, a 
Bukidnon, has come to Mankla to study 
in our Institute this year. 


After we left Malaybalay we took a trip 
to Dansalan which is a Moro center 
located on beautiful Lake Lanao. We 
arrived on market day and saw thousands 
of Moros buying and selling. At Dansalan 
we also visited a ‘“‘cotta’”’ which is a Moro 
fortification. These are rapidly disap- 
pearing upon government orders. Our 
stay was brief at Dansalan, and returning 
to Cagayan we departed by boat to Cebu. 
From Cebu we took a boat to Tabilaran, 
Bohol, where we visited some work con- 
ducted under the Presbyterian Mission. 
Returning to Cebu we embarked by ship 
for Southern Luzon. We stopped at 
Catbalogan, Samar. We arrived at 
Legaspi, Albay, to get a view of majestic 
Mt. Mayon, which is located not far from 
there. Mt. Mayon is a perfect cone 
rising 7,943 ft. above sea level. Smoke 
was pouring from its crater and it was a 
grand sight. Just recently it erupted and 
has caused much concern to the people 
near by. From Legaspi we came by train 
to Manila. We remained in Manila for 
a week and then departed for Baguio for 
a short stay. In the middle of May we 


again returned to Manila to get ready for 
the year’s work. 

School opened June 7, and we have been 
busy in teaching and administration ever 
since. Ed also relieved Mr. Abellera, the 
assistant pastor, and others, taking over 
the First Baptist Church; also Friendly 
(Student) Center, and opening his office. 
The Lord has wonderfully answered 
prayer in giving us a large student body, 
enlarged teaching force, bigger library, 
funds to meet many needs, and His Holy 
Spirit working in many hearts. We have 
38 students in all, several of these being 
on probation because of scholarship, 
financial or spiritual reasons. This is the 
largest the school has ever been—how we 
praise God. We pray and work and yearn 
over several of them—many are a source 
of delight and satisfaction as they develop 
in the things of the Lord. Three of the 
men are from Batanes, the new field up 
north opened to the gospel last year. 
Four men are taking advanced work in 
the third year course. There are four 
Chinese students. One is a Moro. Beside 
the day school we have an evening school 
with 28 enrolled in three classes. 


The church attendance on Sundays is 
fine—the largest it has ever been. But 
most of the people are new and we con- 
stantly face the difficulty of trying to 
conduct some kind of church order on a 
changing constituency. My choir also 
has to be built up new each year, and also 
the Sunday School classes. The Lord 
does give us many victories and Joys. 
In two weeks my Sunday School class 
grew from 8 to 28. Prayer alone did it. 
One girl, who began coming to my Sunday 
School class last March, when it was 
rather small and I was somewhat despair- 
ing, has recently written me two glowing 
letters telling how precious the Bible and 
Christian friendships have become to her. 
She lives far to the south now, and writes, 
“Oh how I loved Sunday while there. It 
was a heavenly day to me and I waited 
for it all week. I now pray directly to 
Jesus and isn’t it wonderful how he for- 
gives our sins. I tell my girl friend all 
about you and she too wants to know 
more about the truth.” 

Using our Institute students, we are 
now conducting 27 small Sunday Schools 
throughout the city. Also we could open 
several Kindergartens among chiles 
who cannot get into public schools, if we 
had teachers and supplies. While we 
rejoice at these opportunities, they need 
much prayer and wisdom. 

Our printing department turned out 
110,000 tracts in June. We are also 


publishing again the Student Bulletin, a 


Bible-honoring and Christ-exalting month- 
ly. Pray for its ministry among the 
thousands of students in Manila and else 
where, and for distribution of the tracts. 

To several who have written we say 
“A double thank you.” Your continued 
friendship means more than we can tell. 
To others who don’t write, we would love 
to know something about you, and re- 
member, “On the mission field there is 
nothing so empty as an empty mailbox.” 
oe praise God for all your prayers and 
gilts.
